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County Convention 


Extracts from Public Statutes of New Hampshire 





The County Convention shall consist of the representa- 
tives of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the 
second Wednesday of each biennial session of the General 
Court or other day in the same week, shall choose a chair- 
man and clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Commissioners and Treasurer shall furnish 
the Auditors all the aid and information required by them 
in the performance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial ses- 
sion of the Legislature, grant county taxes for its county 
for two years; but the tax for each year shall be voted 
separately and collected in the year for which it was voted. 

The Sheriff, the Jailers, the Physicians, the Clerk of the 
Court, the Solicitor, the Treasurer, the County Commission- 
ers, and the Superintendent of the County Farm of each 
county, shall make up their report separately, to December — 
thirty-first annually, and the same shall be printed together 
in pamphlet form, in the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions, which con- 
cern the county, for the current year ending aforesaid, 
and the report of the Superintendent of the County Farm 
shall contain, in addition, a list of the paupers actually sup- 
ported at the Farm, a statement of the number of weeks 
each was so supported, and the average cost per week for 
each pauper, with the explanation of the basis upon which 
such calculation was made. 

The County Commissioners of each county shall publish 
attested copies of the proceedings of the County Conven- 
tions, with the printed reports of the county officers for 
the year in which such proceedings occurred.

BRENTWOOD COUNTY FARM, February 10, 1911. 


The County Delegation met at the County Buildings this 
day. | 

The meeting was called to order by Chairman Elwell at 
11 o’clock in the forenoon. 

Verbal reports of the condition of the Farm and Build- 
ings were made by Commissioners Hodgdon and Carlisle. 

County Treasurer Bates reported in a general way the 
financial condition of the County. 

The matter of an addition to the jail at the Farm was 
discussed by the Chairman, Commissioners, Mr. Rowe, of 
Brentwood, Mr. Collis, of Portsmouth, and others. 

On motion of Mr. Collis, of Portsmouth, the delegation 
voted that twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) be added 
to the issue of bonds, making the amount seventy thousand 
dollars ($70,000.00) instead of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000.00) and the said twenty thousand dollars ($20,- 
000.00) to be used for the building of a suitable addition 
to the jail at the Farm.

A meeting of the Rockingham County Delegation of the 
New Hampshire Legislature, 1911, was held at the Rock- 
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ingham County Probate Court room, Exeter, Thursday, 
December 7th, at 11 o’clock A. M. The meeting was called 
to order by Chairman Rufus N. Elwell, of Exeter. Those 
present were Representatives Marcy, of Portsmouth; Hett, 
of Portsmouth; Brewster, of Portsmouth; Frisbee, of 
Portsmouth; Elwell, of Exeter; Baker, of Exeter; Wheeler, 
of Salem; Towle, of Northwood; Schurman, of Greenland; 
Rowe, of Brentwood; Hanscom, of Portsmouth; Emery, of 
Auburn; Ramsdell, of Chester; Ellis, of Fremont; Shaw, 
of North Hampton; Scribner, of Raymond; Dow, of Sea- 
brook; Bagley, of Derry; Rowe, of Newton; Wilson, of 
Atkinson; Piper, of Stratham; Stoddard, of Portsmouth. 
On motion of Representative Dana W. Baker, of Exeter, 
Representative E. Percy Stoddard, of Portsmouth, was 
nominated for Clerk. There being no other nomination, 
the delegation proceeded to ballot for Clerk. Representa- 
tives Hett, of Portsmouth, and Baker of Exeter, were 
-appointed tellers. Chairman Elwell reported Mr. Stoddard 
as unanimously elected Clerk for said meeting. Chairman 
Elwell explained that the absence of Clerk Corson, of 
Hampstead, was the cause for electing the Clerk for said 
meeting. Mr. Stoddard, being declard Clerk of said meet- 
ing, was duly sworn by Chairman Elwell. On motion of 
Representative Dana W. Baker, of Exeter, seconded by 
Oliver L. Frisbee, the following was unanimously ratified 
by the delegation: That the action of the County Commis- 
sioners, in preparing to issue and sell, for the purpose of 
building a suitable addition to the jail at the County Farm, 
as contemplated by the vote passed by the County Delega- 
tion February 10, 1911, $20,000.00 of $1,000.00 coupon 
bonds of the County of Rockingham, tobe dated December 
1, 1911, and to mature five each year on December Ist of 
the years 1922 to 1925, inclusive, with interest at 4 per 
cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, and in publishing 
a notice for proposals to be submitted to them December 2, 
1911, for the sale of said bonds, is hereby ratified and ap- 
proved, and the issuance of said bonds is hereby authorized. 

On motion of Representative George D. Marcy, of Ports- 
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mouth, seconded by Lewis W. Brewster, of Portsmouth, 
the following was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Rockingham County Delegation of 
the New Hampshire Legislature of 1911 learn with sincere 
and deep regret of the death of Representative Marcus M. 
Collis, of ward two, Portsmouth, recognizing in him a true 
and worthy representative of all that is excellent in a citi- 
zen, desirable in a friend, and admirable in a legislative 
body, and that we extend to his family, to his comrades in 
the Grand Army of the Republic, and to his friends every- 
where, our heartfelt sympathy in the affliction that comes 
to them with his departure. Such men are rare, and he 
will be greatly missed. 

The Clerk was instructed to send a copy of said resolu- 
tion to the family of the late Marcus M. Collis. 

County Commissioner William A. Hodgdon, on behalf 
of Commissioners George A. Carlisle and Norman H. 
Beane, his colleagues, spoke in favor of changing the Gen- 
eral Law, whereby Rockingham County could exempt their 
bonds from taxation. No action was taken, however, on 
this matter. 

Moved by George D. Marcy, of Portsmouth, seconded 
by Mr. Schurman, of Greenland, that the meeting now 
adjourn. Unanimously carried. |

Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the requirements of the Public Stat- 
utes of the State of New Hampshire, the Commissioners 
herewith submit the report of their business transactions 
for Rockingham County for the year ending December 31, 
1912, together with the reports of the county officials. 

The affairs at the County Farm and House of Correction 
have been under the same management. Weareconfident 
they have endeavored to accomplish the end for which the 
institution was established; to furnish everything comfort- 
able for the inmates, kindly caring for the sick, and per- 
forming all the duties to which the unfortunate poor are 
entitled. 

Dr. Mitchell has faithfully attended the sick and insane. 
The health of the inmates has been good, and the death 
rate about the same as preceding years. 

Chaplain Matthews has been unwearied in his exertions 
to present the truth in its simplest form, and yet in an 
impressive manner. We hope much good may result. 

In 1911 the County Delegation voted an appropriation 
for plans for new buildings and appointed a committee to 
report to the Delegation in 1918. The committee attended 
to its duties and makes the following report: 


BRENTWOOD, N. H., January 31st, 19138. 
To the Rockingham County Delegation: 


We, the undersigned, members of the committee in- 
structed by you to make inspection and report on the needs 
of the Almshouse at Brentwood, report as follows: 

We find that the main building, erected about forty-five 
years ago, is now inadequate, unsanitary, difficult to heat, 
and a fire trap which constantly endangers the lives of the 
many old and feeble inmates. 

If retained, many expensive repairs will very soon have 
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to be made and if made, the building even then will still be 
unfit and unwholesome. 

The brick Asylum building has considerable value, and 
with the outlay of only a moderate sum can be remodeled 
into a very excellent infirmary. 

The jail, large barn and stable are excellent and appear 
to be entirely satifactory. 

The premises are well kept and the land and Apel are in 
splendid condition. 

The recommendation of your committee is that immedi- 
ate action be taken for the erection of a two-story brick 
main building to be used for alms department, together 
with an administration building for the management, a cook 
house and creamery and for the remodeling of the Asylum 
building. 

It is the opinion of your committee that nota day should 
be needlessly lost in beginning the new construction so 
vitally needed. 

Nothing that we can say will too strongly emphasize our 
conviction that the improvements we recommend are most 
urgently needed.

COUNTY POOR AWAY FROM THE FARM. 


Under this head are included soldiers and county poor 
who are aided in their homes rather than at the farm and 
in most cases are people who have children to support. 
To properly care for this class requires much time and 
attention and results are not always satisfactory even then. 
The expense in this department during the year has been 
considerably less than for several years past. 
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SUPPORT OF CHILDREN. 


This account continues to increase each year, and with 
increase in population we cannot look for a change for the 
better in this department. 

At the farm many repairs in and around the buildings 
and various improvements have been made. A great 
amount of labor has been expended to clear and'improve 
the pasture land at the Ladd place, adding a larger acre- 
age for cultivation. This work has been largely done by 
the prisoners under the supervision of the Farm foreman. 

The crops were exceptionally good, for an accurate 
account of which we refer you to the report of the Super- 
intendent. 

We cordially invite every one interested in the welfare 
of the County to visit the Home, and any suggestion con- 
ducive to the County interests will receive careful consid- 
eration from us. 

During the past ten years all the necessaries of lifehave - 
greatly increased in price, and this has largely increased 
the expenses of the Home. 

The new jail has been used since last April, and we find 
the health of the inmates has been much better since it 
has been occupied. 

Your Commissioners desire to extend their thanks to all 
who have rendered their valuable assistance in many ways. 
We have labored hard to perform the duties involved upon 
us and to see that the tax payers received full value for 
every dollar expended. The commodities have been pur- 
chased within the County at right prices, thus giving the 
~ dealers in the County the benefit of money expended.

Physician’s Report 


EPPING, N. H., January Ist, 1913. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham 
County: 

GENTLEMEN :—The following annual report of the medi- 
cal department, vital statistics, the sanitary conditions and 
needs of the County Institution at Brentwood, is submit- 
ted with especial pleasure because about the time this 
leaves the press I shall have completed twenty-five years 
continuous service there. 

While this length of attendance at a public institution is 
quite unusual, a more remarkable thing is that during this 
quarter of a century I have not been refused a single re- 
quest by any employee, matron, superintendent or com- 
missioner, and I have asked for almost everything conceiv- 
able, from a glass of water for myself to an expensive ar- 
tesian well for my patients. 

It is very doubtful if as long and pleasant relation ever 
existed in the state before, but itis hoped equal and greater 
good fortune may fall to the lot of others in the future. 

Just here and now I would sincerely thank all these kind 
people with whom I have been so pleasantly associated for 
hearty, efficient co-operation, personal courtesies, innumer- 
able and generous charity for my short-comings. 

While the sanitary condition has been maintained as ell 
as it is possible under present condition of buildings and 
inability to classify the inmates from want of room, much 
could and should be gained by modern and suitable build- 
ings. 

Comparatively little has been done to render the place 
modern, sanitary and convenient during the past twenty- 
five years certainly, and really nothing can be done at 
reasonable expense but build new. 

Exception should be made in thecase of the jail and that 
very recently. This has proved to be all that we antici- 
pated in our last report. 
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It was occupied about April 1st, 1912. Immediately 
there was marked improvement in the physical and men- 
tal condition of the prisoners and in the discipline as well. 

The big cell, or sick bay as it is called, has been in al- 
most constant use since christened by the Plaistow mur- 
derer, who occupied it six months, coming directly from 
the tragedy. 

In this case the saving in surgical attendance, nursing 
and guarding that would have been necessary in any gen- 
eral hospital, must have been considerable. 

There have been twenty-nine deaths. Several of these 
were admitted only a few days before the end. 

Besides the usual amount of sickness and minor surgery, 
six cases were admitted for child birth, five already deliv- 
ered, three suicides, one gun shot through head, two with 
throats cut, one fractured thigh, one pus appendix (oper- 
ated immediately), one amputation and two cases from 
Portsmouth jail. All recovered. One case came in for 
operation on bladder and complications, but died after a 
few weeks. 

There is at present in the hospital a girl six years of 
age with only a fair chance for recovery from severe 
burns. 

December 20th count showed 192 inmates, of whom 15 
were children. December 28th we had 17 children, one 
having been born and one admitted. 

December 29th seven were transferred to the Orphan’s 
Home, leaving ten. Since then two have been admitted, 
making an even dozen. So it goes though not always so 
fast. Hight or nine of these children, all we can crowd 
into the room called nursery, eat, sleep and play in this 
one and the same room day and night, month in and 
month out, because there is no other way possible at the 
present time. The rest are scattered over the house with 
old people where ever one can be tucked in. 

This is not right, sanitary or twentieth-century human- 
ity, but the best that can be done until better provision is 
made. 

The aged and sick are constantly exposed to the awful 
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fire risk, and many lame and infirm are distressed by go- 
ing up and down, some of them four stories, to meals and 
fresh air. | 

Other conditions, many of which I have enumerated 
many times and some omitted, render the place almost un- 
endurable for the unfortunates and the administration and 
a reproach to the County—the poorest and most unfit in 
the whole state. See the report of the Commission of 
Charities and Correction. 

Now the cows, the horses and the prisoners are so well 
provided for, the needs of the poor and the little children 
appeal to us more forcibly than ever before. 

- The last delegation—1911—seemed anxious to take ac- 
tive and generous measures for their relief, but as noth- 
ing definite had been worked out, did all they could by 
appointing a committee and making an appropriation for 
plans to be submitted in 1918 to the County delegation. 

These plans include a new building for help, offices and 
the family of the superintendent, to be called the adminis- 
tration building, an almshouse of at least 100 beds. Both 
of these to be of brick and only two stories; then a one- 
story building for bake shop and cook house and finally, 
after the insane are removed to Concord, transforming the 
asylum into an infirmary, hospital and nursery for the 
children with day and night rooms for them, operating 
room and private rooms for surgical patients and bright, 
sunny sitting rooms down stairs, one on the left for women 
and one on the right for men, when they are able to be 
up. The nurse’s quarters would be in this building, where 
she would be within easy call, day and night, for all those 
liable to need her attention. 

The accommodations are so unsatisfactory, the traveling 
about up and down stairs so exhausting, we have been 
able to keep a nurse but a short time, much to our regret 
and misfortune, for we have been very fortunate in those 
who have served us in that capacity. 

It is to be hoped and expected that he who makes the 
next report will be able to include the delegation of 1913 
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in the long list of those who have heard and responded to 
the ery of the poor and the orphan. 

The well-to-do recompense us all in the present but the 
reward for what we do for the poor and the orphan we 
may safely await with faith and patience.

Sheriff Ceylon Spinney: 


DEAR SiR:—Owing to good hygienic and sanitary con- 
ditions prevailing at the jail, there have been few serious 
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cases. There have been several minor operations during 
the year, which have been done by me at the jail. There 
was one ease of oil of cedar poisoning. This occurred by 
absorption through the skin. However, he rapidly recov- 
ered under appropriate treatment. There have been no 
cases of infectious diseases, neither have there been any 
deaths. One man had repeated attacks of heart failure, 
which required much care and watching by the turnkey, 
Mr. Dodge, and appropriate treatment by myself. There 
have been several cases of la grippe and bronchitis at 
times. 

The jail is well kept in regard to cleanliness and good 
sanitary conditions still prevail. The inmates of the jail 
are made to keep themselves in good physical condition 
and the frequent use of soap and water is insisted upon. 

My relations to all the jail officials remain pleasant and 
satisfactory.
